Chief Roderick's Report Sh 
Heavy Gain In I9IL 


LOSS OF LIFE WAS HEAVY 


H i Declares the Death Toll of 616 It 


Utterly Inexcusable — Many Boym 
Killed. 


Ninety-two persons were "kilted by 
cars last year in the anthracite coal 
tnines of Pennsylvania, many of them 
boys less than twenty years of age. 


James E. Roderick, chief of the de­ 
partment of mines, in commenting oa 
these statistics in the anthraolte seo- 
tion of his annual report for 1911, 
says: 


"This great loss of ltfe is utterly In­ 
excusable. The roads should bo kept 
in safe condition, free of refuse and 
drained, and should bo of sufficient 
width to enable persons to pass by 
the cars. There should also be safety 
holes at proper intervals. 
If these 
precautions were taken and proper 
discipline insisted upon there is no 
reason why the accidents from cars 
should not be reduced one-half.M 


These ninety-two deaths from acci­ 
dent are only a fraction of 615 fatali­ 
ties inside the anthracite mines last 
year. How many of the deaths of boys 
were due to mine car accidents is not 
shown by Roderick’s tables, but the 
total deaths of boys from sixteen to 
twenty years of age inside the mines 
was. sixty. The total deaths outside the 
mine's numbered eighty-four, of which 
twenty-nine were boys from fourteen 
to twenty years of age. Each 1,000,000 
tons of coal produced cost 7.69 lives. 
In 1899 1,000,000 tons cost 7.62 lives. 
In 1899 the death rate was 3.28 per 
1000 employes and in 1911 it was 8.48. 


Falls of coal, slate and roof con­ 
tinue to be the chief cause of acci­ 
dents, about one-half the. deaths and 
injuries resulting from this. Mine car 
accidents are the 
second in rank, 
about one-sixth of the accidents being 
charged to that source. 


During the forty-two 
years 
from 
1870 the aver&ge percentage df deaths 
from falls has been 49.39, and from 
miné cars 15.25. Roderick days rigid 
restrictions and eternal vigilance on 
the part of all concerned will make 
conditions better. 


Statistics regarding emplo^mejit and 
production for 1911 show the follow­ 
ing: Miners, 45,324*; laborefa, 32,905; 
average days worked, 234; average 
daily production, ^46,906; lncrea.se IB 
employes, 22.10 per cent;, increased 
average daily production, 12.92. 


In 1911 the number of employes was 
increased 56.10 over 1801, g,nd the 
average daily production was increas­ 
ed 66.51. 


The fatal accidents of 1911 widowed 
425 wives and robbed 1034 children of 
their fathers. 


With the average production per 
day last year of 231,578 tons for the 
total of 234 days worked, not includ-j 
ing the production from washeri'es, 
Roderick figures that if the collieries 
worked & total of 280 working days in 
the yeaCr they would produce a total 
of 92,841.840 tons. 


The 81,176,660 tons produced were 
the long ton of 2240 pounds; in net 
tons of 20UU pounds they amount to 
10,917,176. This production is by far 
the heaviest in history, exceeding by 
about 4,000,000 net tons the record 
output of 1907. 


The bituiriipous tonnage, as discuss­ 
ed in the other section of Roderick's 
report, made public some time ago, 
was more than 149,000,0u0 net tons.

During the laBt decade prices of po­ 
tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least. Their advance were 11.9 and 8.5 
per cent respectively. During the last 
year, bacon, which decreased just one- 
tetith of 1 per cent, was the only one 
of the fifteen principal articles of food 
that showed a decline in price, while 
nine of the fifteen advanced more than 
10 per cent, varying from 2.4 per cent 
for milk, to 18.6 for round steak. Of 
the fifteen, only eggs, butter, milk and 
sugar were lower, but the price of 
three of these four is normally lowei 
during summers than during winters 
In the last year bacon was the only 
food to show a decrease in price, 
which was one-tenth of one per cent 
while other foods advanced. The fol­ 
lowing table shows the percentage oi 
increase in prices for the last ten 
years and the last year:

W hat is probably the most southerly 
Industry of the world is being carried 
on at Macquarie island, about halfway 
between Tasmania and the Antarctio 
continent, in capture of penguins for 
their oil. 
Macquarie island belongs 
to the state of Tasmania, and has an 
area of about 25,000 acres, being about 
twenty-five miles long and five miled 
wide. 
The island is leased by the 
Tasmania 
government 
to 
Joseph 
Hatch, who has established a penguin 
oil industry there. 
Recently meeting 
Mr. Hatch, I obtained tho following 
particulars from him: 


There are probably 80,000,000 pen* 
guins on the island, so that the stoclr 
to be drawn from seems almost lim it 
less. 
Thero are also a large number 
ot sea eleph&Tits. about the shores ol 
this island. 
The oil is obtained from 
the penguins by boiling the carcassed 
In digesters capable of dealing witl} 
800 birds at a time. 
The tops of the 
digesters are fastened down and steam 
applied until about twenty-five pounds 
pressure Is abtained. 
The steam is 
then turned off and w ater pumped into 
the bottoms of the digesters, this 
causing the oil to rise, when it is 
takken off the top by a tap. 


The oil is placed in barrels and sold 
to binder twine makers in Australia 
and New Zealand. 
There is a good 
market for all the oil that is produced 
here, but the industry has met with 
several severe losses through wreck 
of ships attempting to visit the island. 
There is no harbor about the islandi 
,so that vessels have to lie about half 
a mile off the rocky coast, and all 
material has to be conveyed to and 
from the shore on rafts formed of 
casks. 
Owing to the roughness of 
the open roadstead, it is impossible to 
obtain insurance for vessels trading 
there. 


Macquarie island is about 750 miles 
southeast of Hobart. 
The Island is 
barren, being covered only with tus­ 
socky grass. 
Whaling ships visiting 
there introduced rabbits and Maori 
hens, which are now quite prolific* 
The 
Mawson 
Antarctic 
expedition 
from Australia has established a wire­ 
less station there, and daily messages 
are now being received at Hobart. 
It 
was the intention of this expedition to 
use Macquarie island as a means of 
sending messages all the way from 
their base at Adelie land to Hobart, 
but unfortunately the wireless station 
established at Adelie land has been 
unable to communicate with Mac­ 
quarie island, owing, it is supposed, 
to being too near the magnetic dis­ 
turbances caused by the proximity 
of the south magnetic pole. 
Thd 
station at Macquarie Island, however, 
has already proved of considerable 
value to shipping in Australian waters 
by giving warning of storms coming 
up from the south.—Consul Henry D 
Baker, Hobart, Tasmania.

plant to this country for tho benefit of 
the American farmer, 


At the present time the Russian gov­ 
ernment has nearly forty millions of 
dollars of government money invested 
In the farmers' co operative credit sys­ 
tem. 
How established a part of the 
Russian peasant’s life this financial 
machine is becoming is clearly shown 
in the practice of the peasants to de­ 
posit their savings with the credit so­ 
cieties on the understanding that tho 
deposits will be paid out after their 
death for their funeral expenses or 
that they will be returned to thom at 
the time of the coming of age of a son 
or the marriage of a daughter. 


Thè co-operative movement among 
Russian peasants has now developed 
two distinct alms: 
First, to educate 
tho peasants, a large proportion of 
whom are quite illiterate, along the 
lines of modern farming; and, second­ 
ly, to encourage them to save their 
earnings and acquire the habit of pro­ 
viding against the rainy days. 
The 
direct aim of the Russian government 
in organizing this By^.em was to re­ 
lieve the peasant from the necessity 
of paying exorbitant and ruinous rates 
of interest, Imposed upon them by 
their money lenders. 


The movement affords further edu­ 
cation for the peasant since the Rus­ 
sian government has very wisely left 
the management of the societios large­ 
ly In the hands of the farmers them­ 
selves, conducted through the general 
meetings of the societies, in which ev­ 
ery member of tho society Is given 
one vote. 
The peasant is thus given 
considerable experience in financial 
affairs and management. 
Tho mem­ 
bers elect a board of directors and a 
council. 
These bodies take care of 
the executive work. 
They report to 
the general meetings of the societies, 
at which all the members are present. 
The government exercises supervision 
over the societies through the minis­ 
try of finance. 


Although instituted as late as 1895, 
the movement has spread in Russia to 
include ten thousand farmers' socie­ 
ties, with an average membership in 
each society of nearly five hundred. 
The network of societies covers prac­ 
tically the entire immense area of the 
Russian empire. Widespread interest 
Is taken In the movement both by tho 
Russian government and by tho peas­ 
ants, and the government is at the 
presnt time considering a further elab­ 
oration of the scheme. 


In studying the Russian co-operative 
credit system from the viewpoint of 
tho 
American 
farmer, 
Ambassador 
Guild finds that naturally the great 
difference obtaining between condi­ 
tions in the United States and in Rus­ 
sia, in regard to the amount of land 
farmed by individualo, the system of 
land tenure, the wealth of the farm­ 
ing class, and in the general facility 
for borrowing money, makes it impos­ 
sible for this country to secure much 
benefit from a study of the Russian 
aystem beyond its general principles. 


'F or example* tho average loan re­ 
quired by the farmer Jn Russia does 
not exceed $50 and is generally em­ 
ployed to purchase some article neces­ 
sary at the moment, such as an agri­ 
cultural implement ,or a horse, the

vOnly Effective Remedy for Present 
Demoralization Must Be a Moral 
One”—Statement as True To­ 
day as It Was Sixty 
Years Ago. 


The Industrial world sadly needs a 
transformation. Nothing less can make 
It what it ought to be* 
Nothing less 
can cure the many ills, industrial as 
iveil as the broadly social ones, from 
which it Is suffering now. 
How pitl- 
iully 
small 
In comparison are 
all 
(hose mechanical schemes of educa­ 
tion, arbitration, labor legislation or 
organization, taxation, public control, 
and all the rest! 
Some little good 
sach may do; and so each should bo 
advanced 
till 
the 
transformation 
comes. 
But, with them all and with­ 
out tho moral transformation, most 
will still remain to be done; and with­ 
out any of them but tho transforma­ 
tion, most will bo done. 


It is now 59 years since John Lalor 
published his forgotten book, “Money 
and Morals.” 
In it he said: 
“The 
pretension, however, that the indus­ 
trial derangements to which England 
Is liable may be cured either by leg­ 
islation or by any changes in our 
social mechanism, must be condemned 
in the same sentence with the nos­ 
trum of tho quack. The source of the 
¿tisorder lies in the highest, that is, in 
tho moral nature of man,*which, if it 
Is not raised and ennobled in propor­ 
tion to the advance which he makes 
In wealth and intelligence, must con­ 
tinually produce more and more fear- 
rul varieties of disorganization. The 
effective remedy, therefore, can be 
Dnly a moral one. 
It must be some­ 
thing which shall touch the deepest 
sources of moral life in the nation, 
which shall make high thoughts and 
generous aims more common, and 
shall subordinate the all-engrossing 
passion for wealth to the nobler Inspira- 
;ions of the soul. 
Whether there bo 
iny such remedy, and how it can 
come into action, must remain for 
after consideration. Here it must suf­ 
fice to mark the fact that the fearful 
social ills of which tho delineation 
lias been attempted, may possibly be 
checked, but are not to be averted, by 
any ingenuity of legislation.” 


There were words of great wisdom 
then, and they are nono the less wise 
qow. 
But is there any possibility of 
such a remedy as Lalor hints at? 
1 
believe that there is, unless God is 
Impotent in the social world which 
be has brought into being. 
The rem­ 
edy, in the business relations which 
have mostly engaged our attention as 
In all other social relations, can be 
^ found only in a transformation of so­ 
cial morals, of social standards and 
social practices. 
And the world has 
no evidence that such a transforma­ 
tion can come except under the super­ 
natural sanctions of religion. 
But the 
Christian* religion, unless it is to bo 
rejected as impracticable, may be our 
hope. It can change this dark world 
Into an abode of life, bright and fair 
beyond ¿ur present highest concep­ 
tions. There has never been another 
social force as powerful as religious 
convictioh and faith.—From a recent

The elimination of misfit workers 
from the ranks of those who are fit Is 
one of tho principal objects of the In­ 
ternal Eugenics congress to be held 
at London university. 


If tho plan is successful the work­ 
ingman of the future will secure his 
job strictly on a basis of finess. 
In 
other words, the aim of tho congress 
is to gradually weed out the unfit 
workers from all trades until only 
capable and sound wage earners ex­ 
ist. 
Of course this cannot be accom­ 
plished in a year, or several years, but 
must necessarily be a slow process 
involving the building up of tho work­ 
ing classes mentally, morally and phys­ 
ically. 


The principal subjects to be consid­ 
ered by the congress include the bear­ 
ing on eugenics of heredity and race 
mixture; 
sociological and historical 
research and their bearing upon eu* 
génies; laws and 
customs 
dealing 
with marriage laws and customs; the 
practical 
application of tho eugenlo 
piinciples in the prevention of the 
propagation of the unfit by segrega­ 
tion and sterilization; 
voluntary re­ 
striction pf the propagation of the un* 
sound, tho encouragement of the pro­ 
pagation of the fit, aqrf the place of 
eugenics in the educational systems. 


The program mapped out by the Eu­ 
genics Educational society has the in­ 
dorsement of the leading sociological 
workers in Europe, as well as of tho 
most prominent sociologists of Ameri­ 
ca, Germany and France. 


The forthcoming congress is design­ 
ed to attract worldwide attention, and 
matters of great social importance are 
already being discrssed which will

SO SCIENTISTS CALL THE FIRST 
OF THE SPECIES, 


He lived In Southern Latitudes and 
W at 
a Brownish-Yellow 
Color, 
Variations 
Coming 
Later 
With the Migrations. 


Prof. Lyonel Lyde, who teaches eco­ 
nomic geography in 
the University 
college, London, has attracted a deal 
of attention recently with his remarks 
on the subject of skin color. It is in­ 
teresting to note just what he really 
has said on this much discussed sub­ 
je c t 


Prof. Lyde’s theory is that whatever 
the color of primitive man in the 
beginning, the conditions of lite dur­ 
ing the glacial period were such that 
uniformity of results must have been 
produced. Nearly every anthropologist 
is ready to admit now a common ori­ 
gin for all mankind. 
Where 
man 
originated is not known—very likely 
in Southern Asia, possibly in Atrica, 
certainly not in Europe, they say. His 
original color 
is supposed 
to 
have 
been a brownish-yellow, not /like any 
of the colors of mankind today, and 
scientists call him, lor the sake of 
calling him something, a Condwana. 


He lived 
in southern 
latitudes— 
this, they 
think, is certain. 
Then 
came the migrations and then, Prof. 
Lyde believes, tile variations in color 
began. 
Some 
turned 
black, 
some 
brown and some yellow, all according 
to the climate in wiiich they 
tound 
themselves. 


Climatic Influences 
work 
directly 
and indirectly. 
In 
the tropics 
the 
skin 
and 
the 
intestines 
perform 
work which in temperate 
zones 
is 
thrown on the lungs. 
So when man 
found himself in cooler lands the in­ 
creased activity of the lungs, together 
with the lessened light and heat, fa­ 
vored lightening of the skin. 
\Vhe£ 
he found himself 
in hotter climates 
the increased activity of the liver and 
the presence of great light favored a 
dark skin. 


As primitive man went on his way 
over the globe he adapted himself to 
the conditions he found. 
Prof. Lryde 
thinks that it is light, and not heat, 
which is injurious. 
There áre in the 
tropics dangerous X-like rays which 
must be stopped, and they were stop­ 
ped by the 
darkening 
of the 
skin. 
Since lack of moisture also tends to 
give a tawny color, it is found that 
in rainy countries the people are fair­ 
er than in places 
where there 
are 
long and frequent droughts. 


The race, then, that found a home 
in moderate and damp climates turn­ 
ed whiter and whiter. 
It is only in 
such climates that white skins can 
endure; and, presumably, if the pres­ 
ent white race were turned into a 
different part of the world for many 
hundreds of years the whiteness of 
the skin would be gradually lost. Per­ 
haps, since the white man is spread­ 
ing aver the world today, it would be 
fair to say it will, in such cases, be 
lost, the whiteness being retained only 
in climates that have the conditions 
under which the race was first bleach­ 
ed. 


Intensity of light and little humidity 
made black.

Reside” a of Hingham Have Sent Old 
Step» ng Stone to Massachusetts 
NcL.nesake—Presented by tho 
British Ambassador, 


The old stepping stone which for 
700 years stood in tho public square 
at Hingham, England, was presented 
to Hingham, in this state, on behalf 
of the citizens of the English village 
by James Bryce, the English ambas­ 
sador, the Springfield (Mass.) Repub­ 
lican says. 
The st,one is to be used 
as a corner stone for a bell tower to 
commemorate the landing at Hing­ 
ham 275 years ago of a band of pil* 
grims from Hingham, England. 


Mr. Bryce said that he was glad to 
bo privileged to express on behalf of 
the people of old Hingham in Eng­ 
land, whence came the settlers of the 
new Hingham here, the 
sentiments 
with which they had sent this stone 
from their village green to the de­ 
scendants of their common Norfolk 
ancestors. Used as a mounting block 
for riders in the old country, it spoke 
of a time when Tiding on horseback 
was practically the only means of 
travel. It spoke not only of its origin, 
but of all the changes that had passed 
in 300 years and of the warm good 
will and affection wiiich those ot the 
cld town felt for those of the new 
town after all that lapse of time. 


Looking through the list of settlors 
who had crossed the sea to this Mas­ 
sachusetts town in 1G33 to 1639, he 
found many of the best known New 
I.ngland names. Among them was one 
n;m e especially Interesting, because 
its bearer Is believed to have been 
th ) ancestor of the greatest Ameri­ 
can of the nineteenth century, Abra- 
hr.m Lincoln. 
There was, however, 
something more and something deep­ 
er than a mere continuity of families. 
There was a continuity of institutions 
and traditions. 


“The settlers/' said Mr, Bryce, “who 
came from Norfolk to Massachusetts 
bay to escape the oppressive rule of 
King Charles I. and Archbishop Laud, 
brought with them ideas and beliefs 
and 
habits 
already 
deeply 
rooted 
among the Englishmen of East Anglia, 
one of the most truly Teutonic parts 
of England. 
The love of freedom in 
the str.te, the love of freedom in re­ 
ligion, the sense of duty to God and 
to conscience. 
It was for the sake 
of thc?e things that they left their 
quiet Norfolk homes to face the stern 
winters of a new and almost unknown 
land, in whose forests 
lurked un­ 
known dangers from wild beasts and 
wild men. And it was on the founda­ 
tion of these principles that they built 
up their institutions here, 
set 
up 
their self-governing towns, legislated 
In the general court of their self-gov­ 
erning colony and in due time joined 
in framing the constitution of their 
state and of the federal republic. 


“That tho American people 
have 
grown to r greatness and prosperity 
undreamed pf by the little band who 
came from O’d Hingham nearly threG 
centuries vm is due partly to the 
sturdy spiru of the old race, but large­ 
ly also to V:e faith that has never 
faltered in tho principles and belief 
which the ear’y settlers of the Bay 
state brought with them, and in their 
loyalty to which they and their de­ 
scendants havo never faltered. The 
history of American freedom is a con­ 
tinuation of the history of English 
freedom and both countries have alike 
given an example to the world oi 
wrhat these 
principles 
can .accom­ 
plish.«

Clilef Roderick's Report Sii 
Heavy Gain In I9IL 


LOSS OF LIFE WAS HEAVY 


H^ Declares the Death Toll of 915 


Utterly Inexcusable — Many Boys 
Killed. 


Ninety-two persons wore'klllod by 
cars last year in the anthracite coal 
mines of Pennsylvania, many of them 
boys less than twenty years of age. 


James B. Roderick, chief of the de- 
partment of mines, in commentiug ott 
these statistics in the anthraolto seo- 
tlon of his annual report for 1911, 
says: 


"This great loss of Itfo is utterly in- 
excusable. The roads should bo kept 
in safe condition, free of refuse and 
drained, and should be of sullicieut 
width to enable persons to pass by 
the cars. There should also be safety 
holes at proper Intervals. 
If these 
precautions 
were 
taken and proper 
discipline insisted upon there is no 
reason why the accidents from cars 
should not be reduced one-half." 


These ninety-two deaths from acci- 
dent are only a fraction of 615 fatali- 
ties inside the anthracite mines last 
year. How many of the deaths of boys 
were due to mine car accidents is not 
shown by Roderick's tables, but the 
total deaths of boys from sixteen to 
twenty years of age Inside the mines 
was. sixty. The total deaths outside the 
mine's numbered eighty-four, of which 
twenty-nine were boys from fourteen 
to twenty years of age. Bach l.OUO.OOO 
tons of coal produced cost 7.69 lives. 
In 18^9 1,000,000 tons cost 7.62 lives. 
In 1899 the death rate was 3.28 per 
1000 employes and in 1911 it was 3.48. 


Falls of coal, slate and roof con- 
tinue to be the chief cause of acci- 
dents, about one-hálf the . deaths and 
injuries resulting from this. Mine car 
accidents are the 
second In rank, 
about one-sixth of the accidents being 
charged to that source. 


During the forty-two 
years 
from 
1870 the averg,ge percentage óf deat^hs 
from falls has been 49.39, and from 
miné cars 15.Z5. Roderick áays rigid 
restrictions and eternal vigilance on 
the part of all concer.n6d will make 
conditions better. 


Statistics regarding emploj^mept and 
troductlon for 1911 show the follow- 
ing: Miners, 45,324'; laboreK 32,905; 
average days worked, 234; 
average 
daily production, ^6,906; Increase Ifi 
employes, 22.10 per cent;. Increased 
average dally production, 12.92. 


In 1911 the number of employes waa 
increased 
56.10 over ISíTl, ^.nd the 
average dally production was increas- 
ed G6.51. 


The fat^l accidents of 1911 widowed 
425 wives and robbed 1034 children of 
their fathers. 


With the average production 
per 
day last year of 231,578 tons for the 
total of 234 days worked, not Includ- 
ing the production from 
washeri'es, 
Roderick figures that if the collieries 
worked a total of 280 working days in 
the ye¿r they would produce a total 
of 92,841.840 tons. 


The 81,176,650 tons produced were 
the long ton of 2240 pounds; In net 
tons of 2000 pounds they amount to 
10,917,176. This production Is by far 
the heaviest In history, exceeding by 
about 4,000,000 net tons the record 
output of 1907. 


The bituiril;iouB tonnagre, as discuss- 
ed In the other section of Roderick's 
report, made public some time ago, 
wae more than 149,000,0u0 net tons.

U. S. Experts Show Upward 
Trend of Living. 


COAL ALSO MUCH HIGHER 


Bacon Is the Only Commodity to Show 
a Decreaee, and That Only One- 
Tenth of One Per Cent. 


The most marked upward trend oi 
the cotft of living is disclosed to the 
federal bureau of labor's report of an 
InveBtigation of prices for the last tea 
years, conducted in the important In- 
(Juairlai centers of thiny-twb slates. 


Fifteen most jmporiant articles of 
rood, as well as coal, comprising two- 


ttilrds or a worklngman's needs, were 
Investigated. In several cities the in- 
vestigators 
gathered 
statements 
of 
merchants on the cost of living, and 
specimens of tkese are published in 
the report. 


On June 15, 1912, the report shows, 
fourteen of the fifteen articles of food 
were higher than a year before, and 
ten had advanced in the last tea years 
more than fifty per cent over the av- 
erage retail prices for the ten year 
perloi^lS90-1899. 


During the last decade prices of po- 
tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least. Their advance were 11.9 and 8.6 
per cent respectively. During the last 
year, bacon, which decreased just one- 
tesith of 1 per cent, was the only one 
of the fifteen principal articles of food 
that showed a decline in price, while 
nine of the fifteen advanced more than 
10 per cent, varying from 2.4 per cent 
for milk, to 18.6 for round steak. 01 
the fifteen, only eggs, butter, milk and 
sugar were lower, but the price ol 
three of those four is normally lowei 
during swnuners than during winters 


In the last year bacon was the only 
food to show a decrease in price, 
which was one-tenth of one per cent, 
while other foods advanced. The fol- 
lowing table shows the porcontage ol 
increase In prices for the last ten 
years and the last year:

the hydrolysis of glucosides.

prussic acid enters Into the building 
up of glucosldes, some of It is trans* 
ported in a labile form, probably in 
loose combination with a tannin, and 
Is stored up In various tissues as a 
reserve food,—Nature,

Carliple, Sfipt. 18.—An unusual inct 
cldcnt occurred here in the present term 
ot civil conrt when a case was contlnufd 
and the coBts placed on the plaintiff be- 
cause of an odd technicality.

fendant, petitioned the court to withdraw 
the jury and continue the case until the 
next session. 
The |>etition was granted. 
There is a section in the law of procedure 
in common pleas trials which prohibits 
the amount of damages asked being stat- 
ed to A jury. 


J. W. Shutt, tbe plaintiff, was a former 
resident of New Oxford and vicinity, and 
for a number of years a teacher in the 
county public schools.

What is probably the most southerly 
industry of the world Is being carried 
on at Macquarle Island, about halfway 
between Tasmania and the Antarctic 
continent, in capture of penguins for 
their oil. 
Macquarle island belongs 
to the state of Tasmania, and has an 
area of about 25,000 acres, being about 
twenty-flve miles long and five mileii 
wide. 
The island is leased by the 
Tasmania 
government 
to 
Joseph 
Hatch, who has established a penguin 
oil Industry there. 
Recently meeting 
Mr. Hatch, I obtained the following 
particulars from him: 


There are probably 80,000,000 pen^ 
guins on the island, so that the stocli 
to be drawn from seems almost limit 
less, 
Thero are also a large number 
of sea elepharits. about the shores ol 
this island. 
The oil is obtained from 
the penguins by boiling the carcasse* 
In digesters capable of dealing witl^ 
800 birds at a time. 
The tops of the 
digesters are fastened down and stean^ 
applied until about twenty-five pounds 
pressure is abtained. 
The steam ia 
then turned oft and water pumped Into 
the bottoms 
of the digesters, 
this 
causing the oil to rise, when it is 
takken off the top by a tap. 


The oil is placed in barrels and sold 
to binder twine makers in Australia 
and New Zealand. 
There Is a good 
market for all the oil that is produced 
here, but the Industry has met with 
several severe losses through wreck 
of ships attempting to visit the Island. 
There is no harbor about the islandj 
^o that vessels have to He about half 
a mile off the rocky coast, and all 
material has to be conveyed to and 
from the shore on rafts formed of 
casks. 
Owing to the roughness of 
the open roadstead, it is impossible to 
obtain Insurance for vessels trading 
there. 


Macquarle island Is about 750 miles 
southeast of Hobart. 
The island Is 
barren, being covered only with tus- 
socky grass. 
Whaling ships visiting 
there introduced rabbits and Maori 
hens, which are now quite prolific. 
The 
Mawson 
Antarctic 
expedition 
from Australia has established a wire- 
less station there, and dally messages 
are now being received at Hobart. 
It 
was the intention of this expedition to 
use Macquarle Island as a means of 
sending messages all the way from 
their base at Adelie land to Hobart* 
but unfortunately the wireless station 
established at Adelie land has been 
unable 
to • communicate 
with 
Mac- 
quarle island, owing, it is supposed, 
to being too near the magnetic dis- 
turbances caused by the 
proximity 
of the south magnetic pole. 
Thd 
station at Macquarle island, however, 
has already proved of 
considerable 
value to shipping in Australian waterfi 
by giving warning of storms coming 
up from the south.—Consul Henry D 
Baker, Plobart, Tasmania.

the farmers' co-operative credit sya 
tem in Russia, 


This ia the first of a series of re- 
ports requested 
by President 
Taft 
from nearly every one 'of the diplo- 
matic officers In Europe on this move- 
ment which he is striving to trans 
plant to this country for the benefit of 
the American farmer. 


At the present time the Russian gov- 
ernment has nearly forty millions of 
dollars of government money invested 
In the farmers' co operative credit sys- 
tem. 
How established a part of the 
Russian peasant's life this 
financial 
machine is becoming is clearly shown 
In the practice of the peasants to de- 
posit their savings with the credit so- 
cieties on the understanding that the 
deposits win be paid out after their 
death for their funeral expenses or 
that they will be returned to thom at 
the time of the coming of age of a son 
or the marriage of a daughter. 


Thè co-operative movement among 
Russian peasants has now developed 
two distinct alma: 
First, to educate 
the peasants, a large proportion of 
whom are quite Illiterate, along the 
lines of modern farming; and. second- 
ly, to encourage them to save their 
earnings and acquire the habit of pro- 
viding against the rainy days. 
The 
direct aim of the Russian government 
in organizing this By^em was to re- 
lieve the peasant from the necessity 
of paying exorbitant and ruinous rates 
of Interest, Imposed upon them by 
their money lenders. 


The movement affords further edu- 
cation for the peasant since the Rus- 
sian government has very wisely left 
the management of the societies large- 
ly in the hands of the farmers them- 
selves. conducted through the general 
meetings of the societies, in which ev- 
ery member of the society Is given 
one vote. 
The peasant is thus given 
considerable experience in 
financial 
affairs and management. 
The mem- 
bers elect a board of directors and a 
council. 
These bodies take care of 
the executive work. 
They report to 
the general meetings of the societies 
at which all the members are présent 
The government exercises supervision 
over the societies through the minis- 
try of finance. 


Although instituted as late as 1895, 
the movement has spread in Russia to 
include ten thousand farmers' socie- 
ties, with an average membership In 
each society of nearly five hundred. 
The network of societies covers prac- 
ttpally the entire immense area of the 
Russian empire. Widespread Interest 
Is taken In the movement both by the 
Russian government and by the peas- 
ants, and the government is at the 
presnt time considering a further elab- 
oration of the scheme. 


In studying the Russian co-operative 
credit system from the viewpoint of 
the 
American 
farmer, 
Ambassador 
Guild finds that naturally the great 
difference obtaining between condi- 
tions In the United States and in Rus- 
sia, in regard to the amount of land 
farmed by individualo, the system of 
land tenure, the wealth of the farm- 
ing class, and in the general facility 
for borrowing money, makes it impos- 
flble for this country to secure much 
benefit from a study of the Russian 
•ystem beyond Its general principles. 
'l^ov example, the average loan re- 
quired by the farmer in Russia does 
not exceed $50 and is generally em- 
ployed to purchase some article neces- 
sary at the moment, such as an agri- 
cultural implement ,.or a horse, the

OF THE GPECIEG. 


He lived In Southern Latitudes and

Color,

Prof. Lyouel Lyde» who teaches eco- 
nomic geography in the University 
college. London, has attracted a deal 
of attention recently with his remarks 
on thb subject of skin color. It Is in- 
teresting to note just what he really 
lias said on this much discussed sub- 
ject. 


Prof. Lyde's theory is that whatever 
the color of primitive man in the 
beginning, the conditions of lite dur- 
Ing the glacial period were such that 
uniformity of results must have been 
produced. Nearly every anthropologist 
is ready to admit now a common ori- 
gin for all mankind. 
Where man 
originated Is not known—very likely 
in Southern Asia, possibly in Atrica, 
certainly not in Europe, they say. His 
original color is supposed 
to have 
been a brownish-yellow, not/like any 
of the colors of mankind today, and 
call him, for the sake of 
calling him something, a Condwana. 


He lived 
in southern 
latitudes— 
this, they 
think, is certain.

Lyde believes, the variations In color 
began. 
Some 
turned 
black,

vored lightening of the skin.

A« primitive man went on his way 
over the globe he adapted himself to 
the conditions he found. 
Prof L,yde 
thinks that It is light, and not heat, 
which Is Injurious. 
There ¿re in the 
tropics dangerous X-lIke rays 
which 
must be stopped, and they were stop- 
ped by the darkening of the skin. 
Since lack of moisture also tends to 
give a tawny color, it Is found that 
in rainy countries the people are fair- 
er than In places

The old stopping stone "whlch for 
700 years stood in tho public square 
at Hingham, England» was presented 
to Hingham» In this state, on behalf 
of the citizens of the English villago 
by James Bryce, the English ambas- 
sador, the Springfield (Mass.) Repub- 
lican says. Tho st^one is to be used 
as a corner stone for a boll tower to 
commemorate the landing at Hing- 
ham 275 years ago of a baud of pil- 
grims from Hingham, England, 


Mr. Bryco said that he was glad to 
bo privileged to express on behalf of 
tho people of old Hingham in Eng- 
land, whence came the settlers of the 
new Hingham here, the 
sentiments 
AVith which they had sent this stone 
from their village green to the de- 
scendants of their common Norfolk 
ancestors. Used as a mounting block 
for riders in the old country, It spoke 
of a time when Tiding on horseback 
v/as practically the only means of 
travel. It spoke not only of its origin, 
but of all the changes that had passed 
in 300 years and of the warm good 
will and affection which those oî the 
eld town felt for those of the new 
town after all that lapse of time. 


Looking through the list of settlors 
v/ho had crossed the sea to this Mas- 
sachusetts town in 1C33 to 1639, he 
found many of the best known New 
I.ngland names. Among them was one 
n:me especially Interesting, because 
ils bearer Is believed to have been 
tLv) ancestor of the greatest Ameri- 
c:.u of the nineteenth century, Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 
There was, however, 
SGTiething more and something deep- 
er than a mere continuity of families. 
There was a continuity of institutions 
and traditions. 


''The settlers/' said Mr. Bryce, "who 
carr^.e from Norfolk to Massachusetts 
bay to escape the oppressive rule of 
Kinr: Charles L and Archbishop Laud, 
brought with them Ideas and beliefs 
and 
habits 
already 
deeply 
rooted 
among the Englishmen of East Anglia, 
one of the most truly Teutonic parts 
of England. The love oi freedom in 
the stnte, the love of freedom in re- 
ligion, the sense of duty to God and 
to conscience. 
It was for the sake 
of thc?e things that they left their 
quiet Norfolk homes to face the stern 
winters of a new and almost unknown 
land, in whose forests 
lurked un^ 
I known dangers from wild beasts and 
wild men. And it was on the founda- 
tion of these principles that they built 
up their institutions here, set up 
their self-governing towns, legislated 
in the general court of their self-gov- 
erning colony and in due time joined 
in framing the constitution of their 
state and of the federal republic.

greatness and prosperity 
undreamed rf by the little band who 
cam© from O'd Hingham nearly three
